А CENTURY SERVING MARY 


St. Joseph was founded 89 years ago by French and 
‚American Marianist Religious. In 1988 for the centen- 
nial of the Marianist in Japan we were honored by the 
visit of the Superior General José Maria Salaverri in 
March. Last year there was a more private celebration 
of one hundred years of service to the Blessed 
Mother: that is, the Golden Jubilee for Brothers John 
Blank and Daniel Calvo. 

To name all the Brothers and Fathers who have 
celebrated their Golden Jubilee at St. Joseph would be 
just a list. However, we should mention Brother Leo, 
Brother Wasy, and Father Gerber who are (or were until 
recently) at SUIS. 

Many students and teachers have commented on 
the warm and caring attitude found at this school. We 
feel that the main reason for such an atmosphere is the 
Marianist core of individuals who, everyday, live Father 
Chaminade's ideas and actively believe in helping 
others. 

The following are highlights of an interview with one 
of the Golden Jubilarians; Brother John Blank. 


Why did you decide to become a Religious? 


The Biblical phrase: "What does it profit a man if he 
gains the whole world and suffers the loss of his soul?" 
began to haunt me. | thought seriously about how 
horrible it would be if I didn't make it to heaven. God, in 
His wondrous ways, writes straight with crooked lines. 


| went to Purcell High School where my homeroom 
and Latin teacher was Bro. Stephen Karpi. He was a 
young priest. We adolescent "know-it-alls" took advan- 
tage of this man's lack of experience. Just before 
Christmas vacation, he suffered a nervous break-down 
and was hospitalized. In the latter part of January, we 
received the sad news that Bro. Stephen had died. 

The Principal had a small four-sided pamphlet 
printed about Bro. Stephen sketching his short life and 
mentioning what this young man's real goal as a 
religious was - to become a priest - and since the Good 
Lord called him to Himself so early - Father requested, 
"Would some bold Cavalier (like a Sodalist at SJIS) take 
his place?" All 800- plus students got a copy. 

During my short stay at Purcell, | learned that the 
Marianists lived a community life, were consecrated to 
do Mary's work (“Оо whatever She tells you"), had 
regular daily prayers, and worked with young people as 
a life-time ministry (and | love young people). So, | 
decided to take his place. It was as simple as that. "I 
owed him one." 


Reflecting on your last half century, how do you feel 
that Father Chaminade's messages are so valid 
today as they were 200 years ago. 


Fr. Chaminade's idea, after the 1789 French Revolu- 
tion, of saving the Faith in France and spreading God's 
message, was working with young people in the field of 
education. As | look back, | am convinced that educa- 
tion is the key word in the formation of young peoples’ 
lives. Students may not realize this until years later. To 
this day, | am still getting letters from kids whom | have 
had in class and who have made something of them- 
selves and may say "remember when you told us..." 
(Sometimes, | can't put a face on the writer.) | do feel 
that Fr. Chaminade's strategy of training the young in 
schools is as valid today as it was 200 years ago. 


What, in your opinion, have been examples that you 
have seen of "the hand of God" at St. Joseph? 


The Good Lord works in various ways. Being new at 
SJIS, | have been informed that a number of our stu- 
dents and one of the faculty have received Baptism and 
Confirmation while attending school; and some, even 
after graduation. A number of grads have asked to 
have their marriages performed in the school's chapel; 
three of our "Old boys" (Frs. DaSilva, Tsuda, and Bro. 
Maruyama) have become Brothers and Priests and are 
now teaching in the U.S. and in Japan. Some others 
have joined different Christian and Buddhist religious 
orders. God's hand is still very active at SJIS. 


MRS. MORI IS HONORED 
BY KANAGAWA PREFECTURE 
AFTER SERVING SJIS FOR 
A QUARTER OF A CENTURY 


On Wednesday, November 15th, Mrs. Sachiko Mori 
and several hundred other school affiliated individuals 
were honored by the Kanagawa Prefectural Ministry of 
Education. Because of the large number of award 
recipients, representatives from each of the four groups 
were selected to receive the awards. Mrs. Mori was 
one of the representatives chosen. 

Mrs. Mori has been our school accountant for 25 
years and she has seen many changes among which 
are: the teaching staff switching over from almost 
exclusively Marianist to predominantly lay; many 
different Principals; the admission of girl students (now 
at 39%); George Okuhara, John Mikami, Philippe 
Eymard, and Jeff Miller graduating, going off to college, 
and returning to teach at St. Joseph. 

The following comments will give more of an idea 
about the remarkable woman behind the award. She 
has seen so many 5.18 students over the 25 years she 
has been here. 


How long have you been at SJIS?

I was told that I could work at St. Joseph even if I 
couldn't speak English and | have been trained as an 
accountant. 

Can you speak a little English? 

Yes. |can speak a little but not very much. However, 
Bro.

Where did you learn your English? 

| learned it when | was in high school, a long time ago 
(before any of these students were born). 

Who are the most memorable Principals you have 
worked under? 

Bro. Perko, Fr. Gerber (of course), Fr. Nakagawa (who 
could read Japanese), Bro. McKee, and Fr. Mueller. 
What has helped you to continue working for such a 
long time? 

Everyone was so nice even though | couldn't speak 
English. 

What do you think about the former students who 
became teachers here? 

They are now very much matured and they have all 
become gentlemen.
